BISHOP ISSUES AN ADDRESS

Reports of Solicitors Show That Blood 
Spilling Is on the Increase. 


EPISCOPAL CLERGY WILL WORK HARD 


On December 19th Every Preacher in 
That State Will Pray for a De- 
crease of Crime. 


Columbia, S. C., December 2.—(Special.)— 
Following the reports of solicitors to the 
attorney general, which show that the 
nun ber of murders just dcubled in this 
state for the last year, or reached a total 
of 200, Right Rev. Ellison Capers, bishop of 
the diocese of South Carolina, tonight is- 
sued an address to the Protestant Epis- 
copal clergy, reproducing the resolutions 
cn the prevalence of murders passed the 
last meeting of the diocesan council, sup- 
plementing that with a vigorous statement, 
and fixing December 19th as the day when 
all clergy df the diocese shall preach 
against the.crime of murder, now so pre- 
valent in our state, and inviting the min- 
isters of Christ of all denominat.ons ,to 
unite on that day in upholding ‘‘the sacred- 
ness of human life and the honor of our 
beloved state.” 

The bishop says: 

“The sin.of.murder is upon us, homicides 
are of frequent; distressing occurrence, and 
in our judgment the publi.c conscience needs 
to be instructed and the public mind arous- 
ed to a sense of the danger which threatens 
the character of our people. 

“The soldiers'on the battlefield, the officer 
of the law in discharge of his prescribed 
duties, the citizen in defense of his own 
life, may take life withont incurring the 
guilt of murder, for they act by warrant 
of delegated aythority of rulers who are 
‘God’s minsters’ and ‘bear the sword’ by 
divine authority to punish evil doers. 

“But such murders as have of late out- 
raged the law of God anc dé¢graded the 
sacredness._of life. and dishonored the cour- 
age and character.of our people, can lay 
no claim whatever to the sanction of divine 
authority. We feel that public sentiment 
needs to be aroused to a higher and nobler 
estimate of. human life. We call upon our 
clergy to rebuke the murderer and to pro- 
claim the law of Almighty God.”’

A PAULTLESS AIM 


One Brother Killed and One Fatally 
Wounded in Street Duel.

WAS THE RESULT OF OLD FEUD 


Two Prominent Citizens of an Arkan- 
sas Town Meet and Fight It Out. 


A BROTHER TAKES UP A BROTHER'S BATTLE 


The Entire Community Wrought Up 
and Friends May Take Up the 
Trouble with Fatal Results. 


Nashville, Ark., December 2.—Details of 4 
terribie street dual at Horatio, in which 
one man was killed outright and another 
fatally wounded, reached here today. — 

The dead man is Dr. Smith, a prominent 

practicing physician of that place, and the 
man thought to be fatally wounded is J. 
J. Smith, a prominent business man of Ho- 
ratio and a brother of the dead doctor. 
' The killing was done by W. W. Millwee, 
‘also of Horatio, one of the wealthiest men 
“in the town, and a man noted for his fear- 
-lessness and bravery. 

The tragedy was the culmination of a 
feud of long standing, and owing to the 
prominence of the parties, it is believed 
that the fetid will be continued by some 
of their numerous friends and adherents, 
and that more blood will be shed before 
the affair is settled. 

Mililwee and Dr. Smith were mortal] ene- 
mies, and. they threatened to kill each at 
sight. Friends for a time prevented 4 
meeting between the two men, as they fel 
certain that guns would be used, but they 
were not prepared for the fearful trigedy 
which occurred. 

Millwee and Dr. Smith met in front of the 
Locke hotel, Dr. Smith was just energing 
from the front door of the hotel as Mill- 
wee was crossing the street, coming 1?» 
that direction. Roth’ men quickly drew 
their weapons and opened fire almost si- 
multaneously. Several shots were @x- 
changed, Smith receiving a wound in the 
left arm at Millwee’s first shot. He con- 
tinued the battle. however, and only gave 
up the contest ‘when he sank to the ground 
dead with a bullet through his heart. 

J. J. Smith came to his brother's assist- 
ance just as the fatal bullet was firca 
and drew his own pistol to fire on Millwee. 
His weapon snapped, however, and Mil- 
wee, turning his attention to the brother 
sent a bullet crashing into his head. That 
ended the battle far the :ime, but there Is 
much excitement over the terrible affa'r,

The negro 
said he wanted some one to aid in the cap-

When about 100 yards from the house, the 
negro is said to have clubbed Mr. Singley 
and cut his throat witb a knife. The negro 
then broke into the house and killed Mrs. 
Sirgley and the boy, cutting their throats, 
almost severing their heads. He then open- 
ed a drawer and stole $700, after which he 
fied. Aid was summoned from Greensboro. 
Doctors were among those who responded, 
but Singley’s wife and the boy were both 
dead. Dogs were carried to the scene and 
every attempt to run the negro down wag 
msde. 

Singley was found to be badly injured, 
but was able to tell the stery and give the 
name of his assailant. 

Great excitement exists in the section of 
the country tvhere the crime took place, and 
if the negro is discovered he will be dealt 
with severely. The entire woods are said 
to be filled with men with guns hunting for 
the accused negro, and a telegram from 
Greensboro today stated that the people 
would not be satisfied until the negro was 
caught. Singley was well liked all over 
the county. He was in Greensboro yester- 
day and was seen by the negro with the 
money which he carried home. 

Msr. Singley has four brothers here. She 
has a sister at West End, two miles from 
the city, and this afternoon members of 
the family went down to Greensboro to 
render all assistance in catching the mur- 
derer if possible, and to bury the bodies.

William Kern Was Lured Into a Con- 


fession of Murder. 


HIS SWEETHEART AIDED HIM 


She Fited One of the Fatal Shots in 
the Conspiracy. 


FATHER AND MOTHER WERS PUT TO DEATH 


Clothing of the Father Was Soaked 
with Oil and Then Ignited—A 
Sensational Story. 


Waterloo, Iowa, December 2.—William 
Kern has made a confession implicating 
his sweetheart, Delilah Fales, in the mur- 
der of Jerome Kern and has confessed to 
being her willing (dupe and pe imine 
Iie says he loved her. He had n particu- 
lar enmity against his father, save that his 
father objected to his attachment to Miss 
Fales. They had no disagreement, ana 
lived in harmony beneath the same roof. 

Such was the strength of his fascination 
for the woman who tempted him, however, 
that when she unfolded to him the de- 
tails of a plot to slay both his parents, 
take possession of their little property and 
get married, he consented to assist in the 
slaughter. 

A plot was laid to lure Jerome Kern 
into the timber and them make away with 
him. THe murder of the mother was to 
be accomplished at a later date. On the 
morning of the murder the elder Kern was 
induced to leave the house. Miss Fales 
lay in wait for him, and after engaging 
the unsuspecting man in conversation, firea 
the fatal shot. 

According to young Kern's confession, 
the two then saturated the clothing of the 
dead man with oil and set fire to them, 
the object being to conceal the manner in 
Which he died.. He alleges that the oii 
ean and the revolver were buricd by the 
Fales woman in the woods. 

Kern was made to confess thraigh the 
work of detectives who induced a young 
man to haunt him in the guise of the ghost 
of the murdered father. The ghost workea 
on the young man’s nerves to such an ex- 
tent that he finally weakened. 


YOUNG BARON COMMITS SUICIDE 


French Student Kills Himself About 
an American Woman. 

Vienna, December 2.—Baron Pasetti, who 
shot himself yesterday outside the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Kittinger, an American and 
a widow, was only twenty-five years of 
age. He was a law student at the Vienna

‘ There have been frequent scenes of jeal- 
ousy between the young baron and Mrs, 
KittMger. 

All the police know about the identity 
of Mrs. Kittinger is that her christian 
name is Ning, and that her husband, whose 
first name is Charles, is said to be in 
America. Mrs. Kittinger is, according to 
the police, not a widow. 

Mrs. Kittinger’s maiden name was Whit- 
ney, and she was married at Seattle in 
1889. She is a handsome woman about thir- 
ty years of age. She always had a found- 
ness for the stage. 

Wilmington, December 2.—None of the 
members of Charles H. Kittinger’s family 
can state whether the Mrs, Kittinger who 
so sensationally figures in the Baron Pas- 
etti’'s shooting in Vienna is Mrs. Charles 
H. Kittinger, formerly of Seattle, Wash. 

Mrs. Charles H. Kittinger separated from 
her husband four years ago while the 
couple were living in Seattle, and nothing 
has been heard of her since that time. 

Immediately after the separation Mr. Kit- 
tinger came here, but Mrs. Kittinger never 
visited this city. Mr. Kittinger has not 
been in Wilmington for several weeks.

Rome, December 2.—Today the chamber 
of deputies appointed a commission of five 
to inquire into the charges against Signor 
Francesco Crispi, former premier, in con- 
nection with the Bank of Naples’ scandals 


end the alleged illegal traffic in decora- 
tions, 

The proceedings are the result of the re- 
cent decision of the Italian court of cassa- 
tion, which quashed the judictal indictment 
brought against him on the ground that 
the ordinary tribunals of justice were not 
competent to deal with such charges 
brought against a former member of the 
government or his conduct while in the 
government. The court of cassation held 
that such charges must be dealt with by 
parliament, which was the contention of 
Signor Crispi, and the judicial proceedings 
were thrown out. ; ams 

The special commission was appointed af- 
ter an impressive speech by Signor Crispi, 
in which he declared he desired the most 
ample and complete discussion of the whole 
question and did not dread the light which, 
he said, could reveal nothing against him. 
“I am the victim of calumny,’’ he asserted, 
“and should have brought suit against my 
calumniators if the matter had not been 
referred to the chamber.’’ 

Signor Crispi recalled his past labors on 
behalf of Italy and admitted that there had 
been times when he had erred. He claim- 
ed, however, from his conquerors an un- 
biased judgment and asserted he was pre- 
pared to testify before the commission and 
to omit nothing, so that the matter might 
be probed to the deepest, adding patheti- 
cally, “‘but it will be very hard at seventy- 
eight, after devoting sixty-three years to 
the service of my country.” 

This passage of the speech provoked vio- 
lent interruptions and the president of the 
ehamber formally cautioned the two so- 
cialist deputies who were particularly viru- 
lent. ‘ 

Signor Crispi, after order was restored, 
said: 


“T remain calm even in the face of my 
adversaries’ invectives. I have a serene 
conscience and I shall die when my time 
comes with the name of Italy upon my 
lips. But I ask to be allowed to pass my 
last days quietiy. If Italy needs me I shall 
always be ready to serve her; but I do not 
have and never have had ambition for 
power.” 

At the conclusion of his speeqda a number 
of the deputies gathered about him to con- 
gratulate him and to shake his hand.

NO AMERICAN INTERFERENCE. 


Small German Cruiser Will Be Sent 


to Port au Prince. 

Berlin, December 2.—It is announced that 
only the small German cruiser, Geier, with 
a crew of 265 men, will be ordered to Port- 
au-Prince, Hayti, in order to support the 
demands of Germany for an indemnity to 
Herr Bmil Lueders for his alleged false 
imprisonment by the Haytian govern- 
ment. 

Prince Bismarck, in The Hamburger 
Nachrichten, commenting up the alleged in- 
tention of the United States to interfere 
in Hayti, says: 

“We deem it a political necessity to 
oppose this American arrogance often and 
emphaticaHy, and certainly when directed 
agairst Germany. Of course nobody in 
Germany dreams of annexing Hayti, but 
we hope to induce the government to en- 
ergetically demand the necessary satisfac- 


tion in the shape of damages and to en- 
foice this by proper means.”

Committee Prompt To Meet. 

By answering the remaining questions, 
of the Brannen catechism yesterday the 
house decided that the penitentiary depart- 
ment under the new system should con-. 
sist of three commissioners, to pe elected 
by the people as other state officers are 
now elected. 

The only disagreement among the mem- 


bers as to the latter clause, a number hold- > 


ing that the governor should have the 
right to appoint. As was predicted in 
The Constitution yesterday morning, how- 
ever, the majority did not take this view 
of the case. 

In compliance with the Brannen resolu- 
tion Speaker Jenkins appointed the follow- 
ing committee, one from each congression- 
al district, to draw up a bill on the plan 
outlined:

This committee met last night at the 
capitol and completed the bill They 
agreed to make the terms of the commis- 
sioners six years, but disputed for some 
time as to the amount of salary, the ma- 
jority finally fixing it at $2,000. The dil 
will be ready for presentation tomorrow 


morning. 
It Is a Good Bill. 

While it is never safe to predict any- 
thing of the Georgia legislature it secms 
very improbable that the bill will be sue- 
cessfully opposed when it reaches the house 
this morning. “The Constitution intervigw- 
ed a number of the members last night, and 
all announced that they would give it their 
hearty support. The only action of the 
house in instructing the committee as to its 
duties which was in any way disobeyed, 
was that which refers to the election of 
commissioners by the people. This was 
so amended as to provide for the appoint- 
ment of the first three by the governor 
in order that they may get to work at once, 
instead of waiting for the election next 
year, when their successors are to be 
chosen by the people. If there Is any con- 
test at all it will probably be over thig 
provision, 

Elsewhere The Constitution publishes 
the bill in full, and it is unnecessary to re 
view it here at any length. It practically 
carries out the plan first suggested by Prin- 
cipal Keeper of the Penitentiary Turner in 
his annual] report, and later indorsed by 
Governor Atkinson both In his message to 
the joint penitentiary committee lest Sep- 
tember and in his message to the legisla- 
ture. It appropriates $100,000 to put the 
new system in force, and directs the pur- 
chase of not more than 5,000 acres of land 
to be used as a farm for the maintenance 
of the second-class convicts.

THE HOUSE HAS ADOPTED

and Will Be Presented. This Morning--$100,000— 
To Be Appropriated To. Carry Its 
Provisions Into Effect. 


The following is a complete copy of the convict bill adopted by the committee 
of clever at their mecting at the capitol last night. It embodies all the provis- 
iors mapped out by the house yesterday and some that were not mapped out but 
were incorporated by the committee of its own volition: 

Section 1. Within thirty days after the passage of-this act the governor ehall 
appoint three intelligent and: upright citizens from different parts of the state who 
shall be known as the prison commission of the state of Georgia, and who snall 
hold office until the next genera! election and until their successors are elected 
and qualified, at which genera! election, in October, 1898, their successors shall 
be elected by the qualified voters of tie state. 

Sec. 2. The terms of office ‘of the commissioners so elected sha!l be as follows: 
One for two years, one for four years and one for six years, each beginning on 
January 1, 1999. The commissioners so elected shall, among themselves, determine 
by lot which of the three terms each siall have, and they’ shall be commiss oned 
accordingly. After the first election al terms (except unexpired terms) shall be for 
six years each. In cage of any vacancy the same shall be filled by executive ap- 
pointment, and the commissioners so appointed shall hold their office until their 
successors for the remainder of their unexpired terms shall have been elected and 
qualified. The commissioners shall elect one of their number chairman. 


Commissioners To Get $2,000 Each. 


Sec. 3. Before entering upon the di:charge of the duties of their office each 
commissioner shall take the oaths required by all public officers, and shall exe- 
cute a bond in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), payable to.the governor 
of Georgia and his successors in office, conditione@ for the faithful performance 0’ 
the duties devolving upon him, which bond shall be approved by the governor and 
filed and recorded as other bond:. 

Sec. 4. The commissioners so appointed shall receive as salaries the sum of 
$2,000 each per annum, and in add-tion thereto actual traveling expenses while 11 
the discharge of their duties, which sa-aries shall be pa‘d as other statehous:2 offi- 
cers ave now paid, and their traveling expenses by warrant upon itemized bills, cer- 
tified by the board and approved by the comptroller general. 

Sec. 5. The commission shal) have an office in the capitol, and such books, sta- 
tionery, stamps and other effice supplies as may be needed shall be provided as 
such supplies are now furnished to the other statehouse officers. They shall select 
a clerk, whose duties shall be determined by the board, whose compensat.on 
shail not exceed $1,000 per annum, and who shall hold office at the pleasure of the 
board. 

Sec 6. The commission shall have complete management and econtrol of the 
Sléte convicts, shall regulate the hours of their labor, the manner and extent of 
their punishment, the variety and quantity of their focd, the kind and character 
of their clothing, and shall make such other rules and regulations as will insure 
their seafe-keeping and proper: and to appoint such officers, guards and physicians 
as may be necessary. 

The comng€ssion shall likewise have general supervision of the misdemeanor con- 
victs of the state. It shall be tne duty of one of the commissjoncrs, or an officer 
designated by them, to visit, from time to time, at least quarterly, the various 
camps where misdemeanor convicts are at work, and shall advise with the county 
or municipal authorities working them, in making and altering the rules for the 
government, control and management of said convicts; and in case the county or 
municipal authorities and such commission fail to agree upon the management, 
government or control of the same, the governor shall prescribe such rules; and if 
the county or municipal authorities fail to comply with such rules, then the gov- 
ernor, with the commission, shall take such convicts from the said county or mu- 
nicipal authorities and deliver them to some other county or municipal authority 
complying with the rules and regulations prescribed by the governor: and in the 
event no county or municipal authorities shall desire them, then they shall be 
worked upon such public works as the commission may designate. 


Constitute a Board of Pardons. 

Sec, 7. The said commission is hereby constituted a board of pardon, whose 
duty shall be to investigate all applications for executive clemency, and make 
recommendation to the governor regarding the granting of the same. Their recom- 
mendation shall not be confined to those convicts who make applications for par- 
dons, but they are authorized upon their own motion to investigate and recom- 
ment executive clemency in every case deserving it. 

‘ Sec. 8. As soon as practicable after the appointment of the commission, they 


. shall advertise in three daily papers of the state, and if they deem it necessary, 


in several weekly papers, once a week for eight consecutive weeks, for the pur- 
chase of not less than two and not more than five thousand acres of land, in one 
body, or in several bodies, located in different parts of the state, the aggregate not 
to exceed five thousand acres, which shall be accessible by railroad. At the time 
specified by them in said advertisement. they shall receive written offers of sale for 
such a tract or tracts of land, which offers shall be accompanied by a perfect ab- 
stract of title, together with a topographical map of the land, the kind and 
quantity of the clay, the stone, the water p« wer, the water supply, and the railroad 
facilities. The commission is hereby authorized to reject any and all offers made, 
or to accept the one which, after a careful inspection and examination, can be pur- 
chased the most cheaply, all other requirements being equal. But no purchase shall 
be made until the abstract of title has been examined and approved by the at- 
torney general. They may purchase one or more tracts, and if they think best, lease 
other tracts of land, if the same can be had upon reasonable terms. Before any 
purchase is mado, the commission is einpowered to make such contracts with any 
railroad in the state for the purpose of procuring proper railroad facilities in 
transporting freight and convicts to such point on said tract or tracts of land as 
may be deemed necessary; but no contract shall be made incurring a greater cost 
to the state than reasonable tariff rates in transporting freight and passengers to 
and from said point. 

The commission shall have erected on said land so purchased suitable buildings, 
stockade and appurtenances for the safe-keeping and care of the following classes 
of convicts: Females, boys under seventeen years of age, aged, infirm and dis- 
eased convicts, who, by reason of their age, infirmity or disease, are unable to per- 
form such hard manual labor as able-bodied convicts. Said commission shell pro- 
vide: { 

(a) For the keeping of the male and female convicts separate and apart, a0 
that they may not come in contact with each other. . 

(b) For the keeping seperate and apart from the other inmates of the prison 
minors under the age of-sixteen years, 

(c) For the keep’ng separate and apart of white and colored convicts when not 
at work, and when actually engaged in work to be kept separate and apart as 
far as practicable. ? 

(d) To provide a separate cell for sleeping purposes for each convict, so that 
no communication can be had one with another after the hour of retiring. 

The commi'ss:on is authorized to contract for and purchase such furniture, ma- 
chinery, utensils, implements, live stock, and other equipments as may be found nec- 
essary to carry out the intention of this act, and to contract for and construct 
such water supply and heating arrangements as may be necessary. 

Short Term Convicts on the Road, | 

Sec. 9. If by reason of the forfeiture of any lease contract now in existence 
any portion of the convicts should be retaken by the state from the present les- 
sees, before the lease contract expires, the commission may, in their discretion, 
place said convicts so retaken upon said land, making suitable arrangements for 
their care and maintenance and utilize their labor in erecting the  bu'ldings, 
stockades and appurtenances heretofore provided for or such other labor as the 
Or if the equitable arrangements can be made with 

any of said lessees whereby the state may resume control of such portion of the 
convicts as may be needed for this purpose, the commission is authorized to make 
such arrangements and use said convicts in the manner and for the purpose spe- 
eified, but no such arrangement shall be made unless it will be cheaper. to the 
state than free labor. 
Sec. 10. Should the authorities of any county or any municipal corporation in 
this state desire to utilize any number of state or felony convicts on the public 
roads or works in their respective counties or municipal corporations, said au- 
thorities may file with said commission a requisition stating the number wanted, 
the kind of work to be done and the term for which they will be wantéd, which 
' requisition must be filed with said board by the 10th day of August, 1898, and 
said commission is hereby authorized to furnish said county authorities the num- 
ber so required. After the year 1898 the said requisitions shall be filed by the 
commission in the order which same are received, and the convicts furnished 
thereon as the commission may be able, respect being had to the amount offer- 
ed. The convicts furnished under this section shall be short term (not over two 
year) men and physically able to do the work required of them. In no event 
shall any county be furnished with felony convicts whose authorities fail to 
work its own misdemeanor convicts on the public works. Should such requisition 
be made and the convicts furnished, the county authorities shall provide, withouf 
cost to the state, all transportation, maintenance, guards and other necessaries, 
and shall pay to the state not less than $36 per annum for each convict, to be 
collected and applied as the hire of convicts as hereinafter 
provided. The said convicts shail be governed and controlled 
by the rules and regulations provided by the commiss'‘on. 
Sec. 11. At the same time that advertisements are publish for the purchase

President Berner yesterday introduced in 
the senate a bill which takes precedence ag 
the most important legislaticn of the clos- 
Ing session. If it becomes a -law it will 
provide for a test of the legality of the 
federal stature which taxes thé issues of 
state banks 10 per cent, the system which 
it contemplates being in diréct opposition 
to the latest amended federal bank laws. 
The backbone of the measure is the power 
it confe on state banks to make issues 
up to 50 per cent of their capital stock, and 
under its provisions it becomes the duty of 
the attorney general to defend any hanks 
which the government may attempt to ¢om- 
pel to pay the 10 per cent tax. The first 
section of the bill, which is prescriptional, 
reads as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the general assembly 


of the state of Georgia, and it fs hereby 
enacted by the authority of the same, that 


State bank of Georgia may make, sell and 
deliver to any person or persons who may 
purchase the same, the obligations of said 
bank in such sums as said bank may de- 
sire; said obligations to be signed by such 
officer of said bank as may be designated 
by it for that purpose, and be directed to 
such other officer of said bank as may be 
selected by it. Said obligations shall be 
payable to the person or persons purchas- 
ing the same or bearer, to the amount 
named in said obligations in merchandise 
silver bullion at retail, said obligations shall 
not be less than seven and one-half inches 
long and three and one-twelfth inches wide, 
and shall not be made in sim!litude in eolor 
or design of national bank notes or federal 
currency; and shall be so printed or en- 
&raved as to be easily distinguishable there- 
from; said obligations shal] not be issued 
by any bank to an amount greater than 50 
per cent, or the fully paid up unimpaired 
capital stock of said bank.”’ 


State To Defend State Banks. 

The second section creates a lien on al} 
real or personal property of the bank to 
guarantee the fulfillment of the foregoing 
obligat'ons, this lien taking precedence over 
any other legal decree, with the exception 
Of state, county er municipal taxes The 
third section, which enlists the aid of the 
state in tne defense of the provisions of the 
measure, and would send the attorney gen- 
eral into court to oppose an effort for col- 
lection on the part of the federal authori- 
ties, is. as follows: 

“Be it further enacted that whenever 
the president of any state bank shall no- 
tify the governor that any tax whatever 
ls sOUght to be enforred against said bank 
by reason of said bank having taken ad- 
vantage of the provisions of this,act, it shall 
be the duty of the governor te at once 
instruct and require the attorney general 
of the state of Georgia to take. whafever 


legal steps may be necessary to prevent 
said bank from the payment of said tax.’’ 
The fourth section repeals laws in conflict 
with the bill. The bill is really the prod- 
uct of the brain of Colonel Louis F. Gar- 
rard, being constructed from his. sugges- 
ions. All the bankers of the state are in- 
terested in its passage and the measure has 
much attention outside of the state.

By a vote of 17 to 15 the adverse report 
was disagreed to, and the bill being on its 
Passage, the discussion was resumed. Sen- 
ator Golightly advanced the same objection 
to the bill as that sustained by Senator 
Hopkins. Senator J. Y. Walker opposed 
the bill, because, he said,-it would be im- 
possible to pack a jury if the judge was 
alive to his duty. Senator Shropshire said 
he favored the bill for the reason that the 
influence of a sheriff on a jury in such a 
manner as this was very crucial, and often 
affected the lives of defendants. For the 
purpose of meeting the objection to the 
bill he proposed tabling it temporarily, that 
he might have time to prepare an amend- 
ment.

The commission in hiring the convicts may contract with one or more persons 
or companies, but no bids shall be recelved for less than 5§.0r more than 500 con- 
victs. All contracts made shall provide for suitable bond, with security, to be 
approved by the commission, to be Made by the hiring person or company pay- 
able to the governor and his successors in office, in an amount to be fixed by the 
commission, ‘conditional for the faithful payment of the hire and observance ot 
the contract, and of such rules and regulations as may be adopted by the com- 
mission; ‘and that, whenever any bond is executed by the hirer of said convicts, 
herein contemplated, the property of said principal and security, or securities, on 
said bond shall be bound from the time of the execution thereof for the payment 
of any and all liability arising from the breach of said bond.

Sec 12. Upon default of the payment of the hire of the convicts, as heretofore 
provided, the comptroller general shall issue, instanter, an execution against the 
principals and sureties for the amount of hire due, together with all interest and 
costs. In the event the said contracts of hire are, for any cause, forfeited, the 
comptroller general shall, upon notification by the commission that forfeiture 
has occurred, collect, in addition to the hire due as aforesaid, 25 per cent on the 
bond, as liquidated damages, with all costa; which said execution shall be col- 
lected as executions against tax collectors are now collected by law. 


To Be Placed on a Farm. 


Sec. 13, Upon the expiration of the present lease contract, the commission shall 
place upon the property purchased the females,-who shall be put at such labor as 
is best suited to their sex and strength.

There was barely a quorum present in the 
afternoon when the bills came up and 
Chairman. Little, of the finance committee, 
was shrewd enough to get all those laid 
on the table which did not go over for the 
day. The bill to pay the expenses of the 
extraordinary session of the penitentiary 
committee, amounting to $2,(00, excited a 
good deal of debate, and on accepting the 
report of the committee favorable to its 
passage the ayes were 68 and the nays 210. 
It would require 88 votes to pass it, and 
so it went on the table with the rest. 
The action of both houses in passing a 
resolution to make an inspection by special 
committee of the Northeastern railroad 
has attracted attention anew to that prop- 
erty. The inspection is to be made next 
Saturday and the governor will accompany 
a committee of three from the 
senate and four from the house, It is 
probable that the Charters bill empowering 
the governor to sell the road whenever 
he can do so will pass next week, having 
already been reported. The minimum price 
fixed is $287,000, which represents its cost 
to the state. The payments are to be 
made as follows: Fifty thousand dollars 
down, $20,000 a year for five years and the 
rema‘nder in full in 1915, deferred pay- 
ments to bear 3% per cent interest. It ‘s 
necessary to arrange these terms becauge 
the constitution provides that the sale of 
all state property must go to the payment 
of the state’s indebtedness, and the North- 
eastern’s bonds are not due urtil 1915. 


Thomas Book Bill in Favor. 

The  schoolbook bill, introduced by 
Mr. Thomas, of Clarke, was under consider- 
ation for a short time before the house 
yesterday, but was displaced by a special 
order. This -bill embodies, substantially, the 
report of the book comm/'ssion, created by 
resolution of the last legislature. and is 
@& measure of vital importance. It author- 
izes and empowers the various school 
boards of this state to purchase books for 
the common schools direct from the pub- 
lishers, and sell them to the patrons and 
pupils of the public schools at cost. If pass- 
ed, it will result in a saving to the people 
of Georgia of from $50,000 to $150,000 per 
annum. 

Under the present law the school boards 
have no power to contract with the pub- 
lishers for the purchase of books; -hence 
the importance of this measure. [t is said 
that an amendment will be offered provid- 
ing that the ect shall not go into effect 
for twelve months. The friends of the 
measure claim that the adoption of such 
an amendment would be exceedingly unfor- 
tumate, for the reason that the price of 
echoolbooks would not be reduced for the 
term of twelve months, and for the further 
reason, that each county im the state 
should be left free to make such éhanges 
in the books, now in use, as they may deem 
proper, This, they say, is local self-govern- 
ment. The measure will be taken up in the 
house at 9 o'clock tomorrow morning.

These inaugural exercises took place at 
the opera house at noon, Iu an emphatic 
way the people turned ouf to show. that 
they appreciated what was done at the 
polls yesterday. It was 4a proof that the 
campaign is finished and that all bitterness 
and spleen has been laid aside. It showed 
that the battle has ended, and that peace 
has perched again over the city hall.

-AT DBATH’S DOOR 


The Aged Lady. Was Stricken with 
Paralysis During the Night. 


‘SHE CAN LIVE BUT FEW HOURS 


Only Her Power of Speech Was First 
| Killed by the Attack. 


WAS ABLE T@ WALK BUT NOT Te TALK 


President Notified, Left Washington 
Last Night for the Bedside or 
' His Dying Mother. 


Canton, O., December 2.—At an early hour 
this morning Mrs. Nancy Allison McKinley, 
the venerable mother of the president, was 
stricken with paralysis, and her death is 
believed to be only a question of a short 
time. Not since Mrs. McKinley was 
stricken has there been a favorable feature 
in her condition.’ Every effort is being 
made to render ‘what Will doubtless be her 
‘last illness as free from suffering as possi- 
ble. Ay 
The paralysis, when it first appeared, was 
not of a serious form, and seemed only to 
have affected ber vocal chords. She was 
able to walk from her chamber to that of 
her daughter, Miss Helen McKinley, to give 
the first intimatiofi@of the attack, and at 
that time seemed to be in possession of all 
her mental and physical faculties, but in 
the afternoon she sank into a condition of 
semi-consciousness. * ' 

‘‘Mothar’ McKinley must have been 
stricken some time during last night, but 
the first intimation she had of any change 
in her condition was when she awoke this 
morning and found herself unable to speak. 
Miss McKinléy awoke the other mem- 
bers of the family and a physician was 
called. 

‘“‘Mother’’ McKinley had been slightly ill 
for several days with a mild attack of the 
grip, but no serious results from her 1il- 
ness were apprehended. Her son Abner 
McKinley, of New York, arrived in Canton 
on Tuesday, and his mother seemed to be 
greatly cheered by his presence. 

The biow to the family upon discover- 
ing what had come upon her during the 
night was a sad one. 

During the forenoon a letter from the 
president was received. It was read to the 
sufferer, and in response to questions if 
she understood its contents, she nodded as- 
sent. 

Soon afternoon Mr.. Abner McKinley noti- 
fied the president that the sufferer had 
lapsed into semi-consciousness, and prom- 
ised to communicate further at 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon. The president did not 
wait for the 5 o’clock message. He re- 
sponded: 

“Tell mother I will be there,” and at 
once prepared to start for Canton. 

He is expected to arrive here at 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

It was the opinion.of the doctor that she 
could not last more than a few days, and 
the end might come at any time. 
| Inquiries concerning the conditiow of 
Mrs. McKinley are coming to Canton from 
all parts of the country, a flood of tele- 
grams starting as soon.as the news of her 
illness was made public. 

Dr. Phillips tonight» expréssed the belief 
that death was inevitable from the present 
illness, and that the wnly uncertainty was 
the time when it-would occur, 
he says, is not primarily paralysis, but se- 
nility, the result of old age, which has pro- 
duced the partial paralysis. 

Abner McKinley said late tonight that he 
thought his mother was sinking rapidly, 
and he fears the end is not far off. 

Mrs. McKinley came of the race of hardy 
pioneers who laid the foundation of the 
American republic. She was Miss Nancy 
Campbell Allison, and was born at New 
Lisbon. O., in 1809. Her family originally 
came from England to Virginia, thence to 
Pennsylvania, and finally settled perma- 
nently in Ohio, She was married to Wil- 
liam McKinley, Sr., January 6, 1829, and was 
living in a two-story frame house, still 
standing near Niles, O., when her distin- 
guished son was born, January 29, 1843. 

Slignt Change Reported. 

At 12 o’clock tonight Dr. Phillips called 
at the McKinley home. He reported that 
there was but slight change in the pa- 
tient’s condition. She was breathing heav- 
ily, but otherwise her symptoms were no 
worse. Dr. Phillips retired for the nignt, 
with instructions that he be called if any- 
thing happened. 


PRESIDENT STARTS FOR CANTON. 


His Absence from Washington Will 

Depend on His Mother’s Condition. 

Washington, December 2.—President Mc- 
Kinley left the city at 7:10 o’clock tonight 
to hasten to the bedside of his sick mother 
at Canton, where he will arrive tomorrow. 

The president had made hurried arrange- 
ments for his departure, and during the 
afternoon disposed of a large volume of 
business awaiting his attention. 

The president’s stay in Canton will de- 
pend upon the condition in which he finds 
his mother. If she improves he will return 
to Washington in time for the cpening of 
congress, and later go again to Canton.

WANT MORE TIME ON 
CAR COUPLER LAW 


Railroad Operators Tell Interstate Com- 
mission They Are Not Ready. 


THEY ALL ASK FOR A DELAY 


One Attorney Says the Stockholders 
Has as Much Right as Employee. 


PRESIDENT THOMAS CREATES A LAUGH 


Ten Per Cent of the Freight Cars Now 
in Use Would Be Worthless Un- 
der the Law. 


Washington, December 2.—The hearing 
given by the United States interstate com- 
merce commission to the representatives 
of the railroads who have petitioned for an 
extension of the time in which to comply 
with the car coupler law passed in 1893, 
was resumed today. 

W'Iliam Brown, general solicitor of the 
Chicago and Alton railroad, replied at 
some length to the protest made by Mr. 
Gompers yesterday against any extension 
to roads which had made no effort to 
comply with the law. He spoke, he said, 
for the stockholders of the railway who 
were as much entitled to receive their div- 
idends as the laborers working for the 
companies were to their daily wages. On 
behalf of 300 of the employees of his road 
Mr. Brown also presented to the commis- 
sion a petition for a reasonable extension. 
It was a practical and a physical impos- 
sibility, he said, to comply with the law. 
To grant a reasonable extension would 
bring every road, especially trunk lines, 
into active sympathy with the law; to re- 
fuse would be to punish those who had 
complied. 

Representatives of other delinquent roads 
rendered their excuses to the commission 
and in each instance estimated the. time 
required for the equipment of their indi- 
vidual lines. All united, however, in the 
request of Mr. Cowen, for a general exten- 
sion. Lack of funds, reduced earnings, want 
of shop facilities and the difficulty of de- 
termining the safest and most economical 
appliances were the main reasons advanced 
for delinquencies. 

At the - afternoon’ session 
Smith, of the Louisville and Nashville 
road, {n the course of his explanation of 
the delinquency of his road, expressed the 
Opinion that the time was coming when 
the people of this country would demana 
the confiscation and government ownership 
of railroads. In connection with his ar- 
gument, President Smith presented a peti- 
tion in favor of an extension signed by 2,341 
employees of the Louisville and Nashville. 
Ive also presented voluminous petitions 
signed by shippers in all parts of the south. 

While President Thomas, :of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis road, was 
addressing the commission, Chairman Mor- 
rion asked what the road would do in 
he matter of compliance with the law ih. 
their earnings «did not increase. Mr. 
Thomas created much merriment by reply- 
ing that his confidence in coming pros- 
perity has been so great that he haa 
broken the record of a lifetime and haa 
voted for McKinley. 

“When a southern man does that,” 
said, ‘“‘his faith is, absolute.’’ 
Questions asked by the commissioners de- 
veloped the fact that 10 per tent of the 
freight cars now tn service were not worth 
equipment. Those cars would be retirea 
during the period of extension. 

The hearing was adjourned at 6 o’clock 
p. m. until tomorrow.

GADSDEN HAS A LARGE FIRE.

Gadsden, Ala., December 2—(Special.)— 

Early this morning dense volumes of smoke 
issued from the Hollingsworth building, oc- 
cupied by A. Leo & Co. as @ general mer- 
chandise store. Several streams were turn- 
ed upon it, but the flames spread to adjoin- 
ing buildings, and for two hours it looked 
as though the entire business portion of 
Gadsden would be burned. Thousands 
gathered on the scene, standing in a cold 
drizzling rain for hours. The flames leaped 
to the J|. Bently building, also to the large 
brick buildings of W. M. Meeks, situated on 
either side. The Hollingsworth building, 
together with stocks of goods contained in 
each, was destroyed. The first named was 
partially insured, $3,000 being the amount, 
while the latter had only $2,000 on it. 

The Meeks buildirgs were a portion of 
those partially insured. Near-by merchants 
removed their stocks of goods into places 
of safety, and the streets were strewn 
with all kinds of merchandise.

Netherland Pro ‘uct Will Have To Pay 
at the Ports. 


THAT COUNTRY GIVES A BOUNTY 


Secretary of the Treasury, Therefore, 
Ordered Duty On—Belgium May 
Have To Pay. 


Washington, December 2.—The secretary 
of the treasury today dezided that the 
Netherlands government pays a bounty on 
all raw and refined sugars exported from 
that country, and hence, under the new 
tariff act, all sugars from the Netherlands 
entering the-United States is subject to a 
discriminating duty equal to the export 
bounty paid. The exact rate of this coun- 
tervailing duty has not yet been definitely 
ascertained, but it is said it will approach 
48 cents per hundred pounds on raw sugar 
and a slight advance on these figures on 
refined. 

It is known that the secretary has also 
come to the conclusion that the Belgian 
government pays an export bounty on 
sugar, and a decision to this effect may 
be expected in a short time. 

The additional duties will apply from 
September 224, last, the date of the circular 
instructing collectors to suspend I'quidation 
of these sugar entries pending a final de- 
termination of the question. The amount 
of raw sugar imported from the Nether- 
lands during the last year was over 88,000,- 
000 pounds, of which about 25,500,000 was 
not above No. 16 Dutch standard, and 62,- 
700,000 above that number. The sugar im- 
ports from Belgium during the last year 
aggregated’ over 123,000,000 pounds, of which 
nearly 121,000,000 was below No. 16.

Lieutenant O’Brien has been making 
preparations to leave the army for some 
time, and he will go direct from here to 
New York city.: He has fully determined 
to take up the lecture platform and will 
choose the Chino-Japanese war as his 
cubject. 

He will begin his lecturing tour in Atlan- 
ta and will appear here about the first 
Monday in January. He has made a great 
number of friends since he has been sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson and these, with 
the men and officers at the fort, will give 
him a royal reception on his maiden ef- 
fort. 

An important part of the lecture will be 
the large and varied number of views 
that will be shown. He had the best fa- 
cilities of getting fine views during the 
course of the campaigns of the Chino~ 
Japanese war, and while gathering official 
information, he made liberal use of his 
-camera and has got together a magnifi- 
cent number of these scenes. He will 
make arrangements for the mounting of 
these pictures on stereopticon plates as 
soon as he: leaves the fort. 

This will be a very interesting lecture, 
it is said, to the people of the United 
States, as it deals with a people that are 
not well known, and will forcibly bring 
out their characteristics and traits, as 
well as their manner of warfare. It will 
be interesting to those seeking information, 
as the modern methods of warfare, which 
received their first use in this war, will 
be fully shown and explained.

FORBES’ CONFESSION 

CAN'T SAVEDURRANT 

He Was In Atlagta When the Sal Frau- 
clsco Murders Occurred. 

BANK BOOK TELLS THE STORY 


City Merchants Say Forbes, Alias 
Blanther, Was Not the Murderer. 


SUICIDE’S CONFESSION IS NOT TRUE 


Ferbes Remained in Atlanta Several 
Weeks After the Murders and 
Attended the Exposition. 


Joseph E. Blanther, better known as Ar- 
thur D. Forbes, who was manager and pro- 
prietor of the Southern Purchasing Agency 
in Atlanta, and who recently eommitted sut- 
cide in the county jafl in Fort Worth, Tex., 
is said to have been in Atlanta on the very 
days when the murder of Miss Blanche la- 
mont and Miss Minnie Williams occurred in 
San Francisco. . 

The statement is made by persons in At- 
lanta who knew Forbes well and who had 
bus:ness dealings with, him, and to sup- 
port their statements thé books anJ records 
which were in Forbes’s office here have been 
consulted and it is own that hetween 
April 1 and April 14 1895, the time of the 
two murders in San Prancieco, Forbes was 
here and was doing business with Kelly 
Bros. & Co. and other firms. 

If these statements be true, and there ap- 
pears no reason to doubt the proofs sub- 
mitted, Forbes, alias Blanther, could not 
have possibly been the murderer of the 
young girls and the declaration made in a 
wrtten confession, admitting that he killed 
the young women, is false. 

‘Mrs. Blanther, the widow of the suicide, 
has been exerting every energy and effort 
to show that her husband was the real mur- 
derer and that Theodore Durrant, now un- 
der sentence of death for the crime, is an 
innocent man. Mrs. Blanther, who was de- 
ceived by her husband, is doubtless si:cere 
in what she says, but her whole course of 
action is based upon the alleged written ccn- 
fession which it is sa'd was found upon the 
person of Blanther when he guicidad in the 
Fort Worth jail. . 

The story of Forbes, alias Plan: ‘er, in 
Atlanta is interesting in view of Il+ter de- 
velopments. He was well to do at one time 
and for a number of yéars he wow! not 
buy any goods unless the shipments were 
made cash on delivery. He bouiatt large 
amounts of groceries and grain frum Kelly 
Bros, & Co., and his Gredit was the very 
best for quite a long time. He did burs jr.oss 
on North Pryor street,’ near the equitable 
building, and he was the organizer and in- 
corporator of the Soeuthorn i trchasing 
Agency, which he conducted for more than 
@ year. Z : 

Just before he left Atlanta his wife went 
to Newnan, where she opened a large store 
and then it was that Forbes began to buy 
on credit, eventually failing to pay for any 
of the merchandise, and when he hurriedly 
left the city there was a long train of cred- 
itors in his wake. ' 

The books of Kelly Bros. & Co. show that 
during the time Forbes claimed. to have 
been in San Francisca that he was in At- 
lanta and a large amount of goods were 
purchased by him from this firm on the 
very days that he is said to have been in 
San Francisco. There are others in the city 
who knew Fiorbes well and who declare he 
was in Atlanta and that it was impossible 
for him to have been in San Francisco so 
that he could have cottimitted the murders 
for which Durrant has been convicted. 

Mrs. Bianther has telegraphed Durrant to 
be hopeful, as she believes him innocent 
and is of the opinion that her husband com- 
mitted the crime. In regard to the murder 
of the young girs, the innocence of Dur- 
rant and concerning the guilt of her hus- 
band, Mrs. Blanther says: 

“Tt’s all clear to me, ‘Arthur Forbes. mur- 
dered the three women, Mrs, Langfeit, 
Blanche Lamont and Minnie Williams. I 
am convinced that the man who was once 
my husband and who proved to be such a 
monster did it all. The evidence I possess 
regarding Forbes’s connection wiih the 
California case would be enough to con- 
vict him in any court in the land and 
to free Durrant. I remember now ‘tLat he 
used to read every newspaper that he could 
find and was espec:ally anxious reg: rding 
the San Francisco newspapers whenever he 
could find one. Then I did not ».nderstand 
it, but it has ali been cieared up io me 


since. 
“We discussed the notorious San Fran- 
cisco murders, and my husband and my- 
self several times talked of Theodore Dur- 
rant. He said he had been introduced to 
Minnie Williams and. Blanche Lamont by 
Durrant. I noticed the unusual Interest he 
displayed in the matter at the time, and 
since the appearance of his confess.on it is 
clear to me that he was constantly on the

IN AUSTRIAN TOWNS 


Troops Fire Four Yolleys and Kill. 
Twenty-Five Outright, 


MARTIAL LAW IS PROCLAIMED 


Stores Are Looted and Valuables of. 
All Kinds Are Taken. 


SOLDIERS USE LEAB AND BAYONETS 


The New Premier Seems Unable ‘To 
Bring About a Compromise 
of Any Kind. : 


Vienna, December 2.~—The parliamentary 
deadlock continues. Baron Gautsch, the 
new premier, has made no progress towara 
@ compromise satisfactory to the riva: 
factions, and it begins to be feared that 
the present reichsrath will never re-assem- 
ble, Certain it is that if the reichsrath 
meets with Dr. von Abrahamovics in the 
chair the same disorderly scenes will occur 
as before. 2 

Riots, more or less serious, are reported 
from Innsbruck, Brunn, Linz and Saaz. In 
some cases it is alleged the disturbances 
have been encouraged by the municipal 
authorities. Generally the Bohemian Jews 
have suffered most. 

A report is current tonight, though as 
yet unconfirmed, fnat a mob at Prague at- 
tacked the soldiers, and a sanguinary en- 
counter ensued. According to this rumor 
the troops fired four volleys, killing twen- 
ty-five rioters outright and wounding 
many. 

It is evident martial law was not pro- 
claimed a, moment too soon at Prague. 
Well-dressed men, it: is said, rode on bi- 
cycles through the city and the suburbs 
making lists of the German places marked 
for attack; and the work of the rioters be- 
ing done in accordance with these lists 
and in may places simultaneously, pre- 
vention was almost impossible. 

If the troops had not used their swords 
and ‘bayonets freely Prague might have 
been burned from end to end, In several 
cases Jewish shopkeepers escaped by the 
device of placing an illumined crucifix in 
the shop windews. The pillaging was so 
systematically that in one street alone to- 
day fifteen Jowish shops were ransacked. 

An ambulance corps was attacked sav- 
agely beeause the doctors were recognized 
as Germans. 


PERU WANTS RECIPROCITY 


Minister Has Begun Negotiations with 
America. 


THE PRESIDENT IS GIVEN POWER 


‘An Agreement Does Not Have To Be

Washington, December 2,.—Peru ts the 
first of the South American countries to 
open negotiations with -the United States 
fer a reciprocity treaty under the provis- 
ions of the Dingley law, 

The negotiatidns were begun through 
the Peruvian minister here, Senor Eguigu- 
ren, and at the same time the Peruvian 
authorities toak action which has given 
authority to the president of Peru to con- 
clude the reciprocity treaty without the 
usual formality of having it submitted to 
the congress of that country. 

Our minister, Mr. Dudley, expressed to 
Peru the satisfaction felt by the American 
governinent. ‘he negotiaticns have yro- 
ceeded briskly. Peru has submitted a 
schedule of the articles on which it de- 
Sires reciprocity concessions. These em- 
brace brandies and wines, hides of cattle 
and goats, vicuna skins, sugar, wool, woven 
entton goods, Peruyian bark, rubbcr and 
many native products which, it is said, do 
not come inte competition with American 
products. 

It is capenves that Mr. Kasson will pre- 
pare a schedule covering the goods which 
this country desires to export to Peru and 
that between these two schedules a list 
will be made for insertions into a reciproci- 
ty treaty.

DOCTORS ARE COMING 


Army of Yaccinators Will Go Through 
the City Today. 


VACCINATION IS COMPULSORY 


Those Who Wish To Esgape Must Have 
a Certificate. 


LIST GF DOCTORS WHO WILL BO THE WORK 


They Will Begin Their Rounds Today 
at Noon—What. the Law 
Says. 


Atlanta will be vaccinated today. So pull 
up your sleeve or—anyway, select a good 
spot and get ready to have the virus ap- 
plied. : 

The board of health has taken positive 
measures to stamp out the smallpox and 
prevent its spread. Every man, woman and 
child, black and white, from the Decatur 
street bum to the Peachtree street belle, 
will have to submit to vaccination today or 
show cause why he or she should not be. 
The only reason that goes will be in the 
shape of a certificate from the doctor who 
did the vaccinating, stating that it is of 
recent date. Vaccination marks mace last 
year or the year before do not g», so it 
will do no good to exhibit your scar. The 
most expert doctor cannot tell tom the 
mark on your arm whether you were véc- 
cinated one year or ten years ago, «r wheth- 
er it would exempt you from the disease. 
It would take a great deal of time for all 
to exhibit their scars. It will save time and 
trouble for everyone who has been iecently 
vaccinated to get a certificate from tke doc- 
tor who did it and have it ready to show 
when the doctors come around foday. In 
fact this will be necessary, as marks will 
not be accepted as evidence of sufficient vac- 
cination. 

How the Work Will Be Done. 

A small army of doctors will start a house 
to house canvass of te city today about 
noon and vaccinate everybody that cannot 
show the necessary certificates. They will 
be armed with the vaccine points of the 
purest kind and they will all be thoroughly 
competent to do the work. The doctors 
have quite a long list of applicants to do 
the work. The doctors who have been se 
lected will meet at the city hall and, with 
the assistance of the city engineer and the 
chief of the health department, will be giv- 
en different routes to cover an@ the work 
will commence. The plan is to have two 
doctors take a etreet and one go down 
each side. With every two doctors there 
will be a blue-coated officer of the law to 
arrest any who rebel. Section 651 of the 
city code gives this authority, and if any 
one is arrested under it and taken before 
the recorder he has the authority to fine 
them not exceeding $500 or send them to 
the stockade for thirty days, or both. In 
case there are parties who object to being 
vaccinated by the doctors making the 
rounds of the city, the following physicians 
will vaccinate free all who call on them:

The Work Already Done. 

Yesterday the doctors did a cased ype 
business, and many arms were scraped au 
the wonderful virus injected. Nearly all 
of the drug stores exhausted their supply 
of points. Chief Veal, of the sanitary de- 
partment, alone gave out’to the aoctors and 
parties who called 2,000 points. The board 
of health received last night 4,000 points 
more, and they will be used in the work 
today. Chief Veal's report for yesterday 
showec that trere were eighty-five cases of 
smallpox at the pesthouse. The board of 
health is determined to stop the discase 
and do everything for the health of the 
citizens. With a thorough vaccination, 
they do not apprehend any trouble from 
the disease, and hence the action taken 
requiring all in the city to be vaccinated.

ANXIETY CAUSED INSANITY 


Wife’s Illness Is Said To Have Wreck- 
ed Her Husband’s Mind. 


HIS FATHER DIED IN AN ASYLUM 


Pathetic Scene Yesterday When Mrs. 
Speer Embraced and Kissed Her - 
Insane Husband.

For many weary nights James L. Speer 
sat and watched the labored breathing of 
his wife, rubbing her hands and bathing 
her burning brow and parched lips. Week 
after week he kept silent vigil at her bed- 
side, nursing back to life the invalid and 
cheering her with a bright word-picture of 
the Fappy future when the bloom of health 
would return to her cheeks and new blood 
would flow through her veins. 

Gradually the sufferer grew stronger, but 
when health finally came, and she was well, 
her faithful nurse was insane. He had 
passed through the crisis at her bedside, 
and when she was suffering he was strong 
and courageous, but the reaction wrecked 
him. Yesterday he was tried on a writ of 
luracy before Ordinary Hulsey and last 
night he was in a padded cell in the county 
jail, awaiting the arrival of an officer to 
carry him to the state asylum. 

The story of the unfortunate man’s life 
is stranger than fiction, and deals with a 
character who is the victim of a strange 
fate. His father died in the asylum. His 
father became insane from watching at the 
bedside of nis wife, just as his son has 
become a maniac from the anxiety expe- 
rienced in the sickroom. But because her 
husband is insane Mrs. Speer loves him all 
the more, for her love is intensified and 
multiplied by pity’s touch and the hand 
of human sympathy. 

Speer stood before the ordinary yester- 
day morning glaring at the small audience 
composed of his wife, his sister and a few 
friends, augmented by the twelve men who 
were to try him. He recognized no one. 

“This is God’s country,” said Speer. ‘“This 
is a dominion in which God is the king. 
We ought to free Cuba. We ought to free 
Treland, and both should be annexed to the 
United States, making it a glorious com- 
monwealth of brethren, all loving each 
other. ~ 

“Yesterday I believed the world was 
against me. Every man and woman was 
my sworn enemy. I hated my existence. I 
wanted to die. Today all is glorious and 
bright and promising. I love everybody 
and I love everything.” 

Mrs. Speer was trembling with emotion 
as her husband addressed the jury. When 
he finished, she sprang quickly from ‘her 
chair and, rushing across the courtroom, 
threw herself into. her husband’s arms. It 
was a scene that touched all, and the 
jurors wept as they signed the verdict that 


brought pain and anguish to the weeping 
woman.

AT LEGISLATORS 
Okefnokee Line Says Statesmen Refased 

to Pay Their Fare. = 
RAN SPECIAL TRAIN FOR THEM 


Committee Ccmesi Back with a Rea-Hot 
Charge of Extortion. 


MATTER WILL SREACH THE COMMISSION 


Members Who Made the Trip Say That 
It Was Not a Question of 
Money. 


A fight is on between the Georgia legisla- 
ture and the firm of Brooks Bros. & Co., 
the owners of the St. Mary’s, Lake City 
and Gulf railroad. It was over the latter 
line that the special committee appointed 
to investigate the Charlton county convict 
camps were so roughly treated iast Mon- 
day, as was told in The Constitution at 
the time, and the publication of their ex- 
perience has led to a protest on the part 
of Brooks Bros. & Co. The story was wide- 
ly published, and a copy of it reached the 
eyes of the firm. They promptly wired to 
The Constitution the feHowing, giving their 


side of the matter: 


“Boulogne, Fla., December 2.—We note a 
communication in The Jacksonville, Fla., 
Times-Union yesterday by a legislative com- 
mittee that its members mad been robbed by 
tinjpuoyces OF Lhe St. Mary 8, dKe U.ty and 
Guif railroad, by having to pay $1.60 rail- 
road fare eacn, and in addition had been 
held up and robbed of all tunds on their 
persons, We desire to set the public rignt 
with the true facts in the case. The em- 
ployees of this road have instructions to 
coilect fare from every passenger, unless 
supplied with a pass or an employee of 
the road. The committee had no passes 
over the road and requested that we run 
a special train to and trom Boulogne, F:a., 
to Maxwell’s camps, Chariton county, 
Georgia. 

“This we did, losing a run which would 
have been made by our log train which de- 
livers logs to St. Mary’s river, ‘I'raders’ Hill, 
making three trips daily, hauling 100 logs 
per trip, and on a basis of $160 per trip. In 
addition, we had a vessel loading at Fer- 
nandina, threatening demurrage, and lost 
almost half a day with an entire train and 
crew hauling ties. We desire to state that 
the charge of being robbed by our em- 
ployees is absolutely false. Engineer Pal- 
mer has been in our employ quite’ ten 
years, and is a sober and honorable man. 
The amoun: of money collected from this 
honorable body was $24.50, less than $1.50 
each, as two of/the gentlemen refused to 
pay. The distance from Boulogne, Fla., to 
Maxwell's camps is twenty-five miles, m71k- 
ing a fifty-mile run at 3 cents per mile. We 
do not think this charge exorbitant, con- 
sidering the losses sustained in showing 
these gentlemen the courtesies desired. 

- “We are sure this honorable committee 
will make proper corrections, placing our- 
selves and employees right before the pub- 
lic, and .presume the article referred to 
in The Times-Union was intended for a 
joke and no reflection.

The Committee Comes Back. 

This message was shown to the members 
of the committee, and tihey asgigned the 
duty of making a reply to a sub-commit- 
tee, which agreed to meet during the af- 
ternoon, As a result of this meeting the 
following document was drawn wp and 
signed; representing the views of the en- 
tire body of legislators whose unique ex- 


perience in Okefinokee’ is the basis of the 
controversy: 


The Wednesday's issué of The Constitu- 
tion contained a somewhat graphic report. 
of the treatment received by the legislative 
committee that visited the convict eamps 
in Chariton county, at the hands of the 
employees of the St. Mary’s, Lake City and 
Gulf railroad. As that report, or a similar 
one, elsewhere published, has been de- 
nounced as absolutely false by Brooks Bros.

He and Brocks Go to the Gallows on 
the Same Day. 


RESPITED BY GOV. ATKINSON 


Both Men Imprisoned at Jefferson—No

Grady Reynolds and Bud Brooks will die 
on the same gallows and at the same hour.

Brooks whimpers during the day and ap- 
parently dread to see the sun rise, and 
more to see it set, as it brings him nearer 
to the time when his life shall answer 
according to the dictates of the law for 
the murder of Merchant Hunt. 

The people are glad to see that the two 
men will receive the penalty that it is said 
they so richly deserve and few regrets 
will go with them. But their memory 
will remain among the people as a blot 
on the record of law and order in Jackson 
county.

THE INSURANCE FIELD.

Some time ago Insurance asked the sim- 
pla question: “Is underwriting a ‘profes- 
sion?’’ 

Editor Allison, of The Herald, replied as 
follows: 

“In New York it is an art; in Hartford, 
a science; in Chicago, a hustle; in San 


Franciseo, demd hard lines; in Kansas it. 
is a misdemeanor-and in Texas a Miracle.” . 


Then some one rose and remarked that 
in Philadelphia it is a dream. 
President S. V. Tupper, of the Southeast- 
ern, answers for this state in the comment: 
“It Georgia, it is a legislative courtesy.” 
That's the truth, too, 


It is reported that the frequent fires in 
southwest Georgia have caused many com- 
panies to decline altogether to write coun- 
try business, while some will quit the sec- 
tion entirely. It is almost impossible to 
secure insurance on country property in 
Georgia, owing to the onerous laws, hence 
real estate as security for loans is at a 
discount. The more the legislatures try to 
place burdens and restrictions on the fire 
companies, the more do the statesmen legis- 
late against the people whom they are sup- 
posed to represent. 


How do insurance bills originate? some- 
body asks. Who thinks them up and what 
suggests them? 

A legislator who was asked to answer 
these questions yesterday replied: ‘“‘Some 
policy holder has a fire, and he is not satis- 
fied with the adjustment, and he sets about 
devising a way to punish the company. He 
cannot single out one, but has to hit them 
all. Perhaps the company in which he was 
insured was a third-rate, roller-desk affair. 
He has no desire to hurt the reputable 
companies, but in order to reach the fellow 
he is after he has to shoot into the whole 
flock. 

“Sometimes a lawyer will have a case 
against: some reputable insurance company, 
and he has trouble in reaching it, or in 
making out a case where he really ought to 
gain it. He loses his case and he then 
goes to work to draw a bill to apply to 
all companies, good and bad alike. In 
order to reach the weak fellows, he has to 
include all. There may be other things 
which suggest insurance bills; These are 
instances which have come under my 
notice.”’

The Controversy of the Dealers Has 
Probably Been Settled, 


AMENDMENTS MAY BE MADE 


But the Committee’s Report Is Gener- 
"ty Accepted, §. , 


WHAT DEALERS THINK OF SITUATION 


Messrs. Bluthenthal, Pappa, Rose and 
Jacobs Express Their Views on 
the Present Fight. 


The report of the sub-committee of coun- 
cil in reference to the controversy be- 
tween the wholesale and retail liquor men 
and the drug stores seems to be generally 
accepted as a solution to the ploblem. The 
wholesale men say the report is fair. and 
want it adopted. The retail men also agree 
with the report, with the exception of a 
clause or two, and so do the drug stores, 
It seems the sub-committee has struck an 
equitable solution of the probtem, and 
their report will probably be adopted, w:th 
a few slight changes. 

“IT have read the report of the committee 
in The Constitution,” said Mr, Bluthen- 
thal, of Bluthenthal & Bickart, yesterdzy, 
‘and believe it will be acceptable. There 
are a few changes that might.be made, 
but I hope the report will be adopted. The 
retail liquor men of Atlanta are greatly 
imposed on. They are required to pay an 
enormous license and get mighty little for 
it. I believe the wholesalers who gell by 
the quart should be taxed the same as 
the retailers, The wholesalers in At'anta 
make more money today selling by the 
quart than the retail men. The retail men 


do not make any money. Look at the ex- 
pense they have. Free lunches, expens v2 
bar tenders, elaborate Pxtures, etc., while 
the wholesalers merely have to hire a clerk 
to hand out the stuff, and that is all their 
expense. Is there any justice in that? Cer- 
tainly not. This talk about the best peo- 
pe going to wholesalers to Wet whisky is 
all rot. People go where they can get the 
best whisky, no matter where it is. Our 
firm is will.ng to pay the retail tax i? 
necessary. As for the druggists, I think 
the law should be enforced.’ 
Mr. Rose on the Situation. 

Mr. R. M. Rose, another of Atlanta's 
prominent wholesalers, believes the com- 
mittee’s report shou!d. be adopted. 

‘I think that report is the very thing,” 
said he yesterdav. ‘I hope it w'll be adopt- 
ed. The retail men are badly treated in 
this town, and some legislation should b> 
enacted to put a stop to it. Druggists 
should be made to conform to the ‘aw. 
There is great need of rigid enforcement 
along these lines.”’ 

Ree am in favor of the report, with a few 
slight exceptions,’ said Mr. John Pappa, 
executive committeeman of the retailers’ 
association. “The retailers need some p o- 
tection in this matter, and it is high t:me 
the city authorities were coming to our aij, 
The statement that the best of people g» 
into wholesale houses for their liquors is 
a mistake. They go to saloons as well as 
any piace. I think those dealers who ¢el 
not less than quarts should be made id 
pay $500 license instead of $250, Those drug- 
&ists who sell liquor ought to have liqguo,. 
licenses as well as drug licenses.”’ 

‘ Dr. Jacobs on’ the Situation. 

I agree to a large extent with the retail 
liquor men,”’ said Dr. Joseph Jacobs, * 
believe they are right in their fight it they 
do not ask for too much. The report of 
ne Bb sasaibp manent I think, is fair 
Ww & few exceptio ; : 
bent Piions, and should be 
_ i agree with the retailers that any quan- 
tity less than a gallon should be considered 
retail. I think, furthermore, that those who 
sell not less than gallons should pay a li- 
cense of $50 per annum. I do not agree with 
the committee, however, that those who sell 
not less than quarts should pay $250 license. 
Better let all drug stores, saloons, depart- 
ment stores and all sell any quantity be- 
tween a half pint and a gallon and pay 
one-half or fully as much ag what the re- 
tailers pay. 

“The clause to close at 10 o’clock p. m., 
on holidays and election days meets my ap- 
proval. Moreover, I think the clause re- 
quir.ng drug stores to have a separate de- 
partment for their Kquar distinctly epart 
from other gocds is all right. The idea, 
though, to have a seperate entrance is fcol- 
ish. 

‘The clause to the effect that -lIrug stores 
shall not sell liquors at any time en doc- 
tor’s prescriptions when not compounded 
with other drugs may work a hardship on 
the physicians, some of whom want straight 
liquor, champagne, etc., «ften fow their pa- 
tients. The spirit of the clause is good, 
however, and I bel’eve that drigzisis who 
fill prescriptions calling for iiquor irom re- 
liable physicians should be erempted from 
all license. Any druggist witout license 
selling on prescr.ption who disobeys the law 
should be made to gacrifice his drug license. 

“I believe the retailers are mght in their 
fight and hope they will succeed. On the 
whole, I think the committee’s report will 
be satisfactory with the changes I have sug- 
gested.”’

*‘Wee-wee.’ 

“We have-been most deeply touched by 
the many, many kind expressions of syim- 
pathy and the profusion of beautiful flow- 
ers sent to the little girl, These evidences 
of tender regard for us in our offlict'on are 
sweet beyond all expression,’

Editor Constitution—In a recent issue of 


The Constitution I find the following state- 
ment: 


The only agr'cultiral colleges men- 
tioned by either Mr. Wilson or Mr. Curry 
were those of Colorado and Wisconsin, 
Which they complimented in the highest 
terms, and it is worth noting that both of 
these successful institut-ons are conducted 
in connection with the state university. 

I don’t think The Cornistitution would wil- 
fully misstate a matter of public interest. 
I, therefore, beg to call its attention to the 
following from the president of the Colo- 
rado college, which was so strongly com- 
mended by the distinguished visitor: , 

“Fort Collins, Col., June ], 1894.—Dear Sir: 
The money received under the act of con- 
gress is used so.ely for the support of the 
agricultural college and experiment station 
connected therewith, The State university 
has no part /Of this revénue. I, by al 
means, favor the disconnection of techni- 
cal work from that which may be regarded 
as classical. I have no knowledge of any 
technical school that has proven a success 
when closely united with a class.cal one. 
The union seems to work to the detriment 
of the scientific and technical work, Our 
students are required to work two hours 
aday at from 5 to 15 cents an hour.

T0 MAKE DOCTORS 


REPORT DISEASES 


Board of Education Says They Must Re- 
port to the Superintendent. 


AN ORDINANCE REQUIRES IT 


City Attorney Will Prosecute Physi- 
cians Who Fail in This. 


HONOR PRACTICE IS NOW ABOLISHED 


Teachers Must Not Place Children on 
Their Honor in Departments. 
Other Matters Considered. 


The board of education yesterday after- 
noon discovered that some one has been 
violating a city ordinance, which requires 
that all contagious d'seases in the city 
be reported to the superintendent of the 
public schools. 

The board took prompt and dec-sive ac- 
tion in this matter; and the superintendent 
has been instructed to report any violation 
of this ordinance to the city attorney, .who 
will at once proceed to prosecute the otf- 
fender, 

The fact of the violation of the ordiuance 
was brought out when, in the report trom 
Cathoun street school, it was found thut 
children had been in attendance there from 
a house where a case of scarlet fever was 
under treatment, These children had pot 
left school until one of them was also 
taken sick with the disease. 

This case of fever had not been reported 
to the superintendent and he had no méals 
of being able to keep the children away 
from school. In this instance it is hot 
known whether the blame rests with tke 
attending physician or with the health de- 
partment. From the action of the board 
yesterday, it is safe to say that this will 
not oceur again without some one be.ng 
held responsible for it. 

The practice, which has prevailed with 
some of the teachers, to place the children 
on their honor in the matter of deport- 
ment was given its death blow, and this 
will not longer be allowed by the board, 

The meeting yesterday was one of more 
interest than any recent meeting, ind the 
work done by the board hud a very im- 
portant bearing om the welfare or the 
schools. e 

Froceedings of the Meeting. 

The first matter taken up by the board 
wus the report of Super.ntendeut Siaton 
for the month of November. It was a 
lengthy document and gave full informa- 
tion on every feature of the schools cf the 
city. The report showed that at the close 
of October there were 10,549 childran in at- 
tendance, and that at the close «f Novem- 
ber thcre were 10,396. ‘This ‘ts a bett2y ui- 
tendance than last year ,and not nearly 
so many children have drupped cut as 
did then. 

The report stated that the departmental 
system was working well in the Girls’ 
High schecol, but the courge of study is 
considered too heavy. A comm:itee Was 
appointed some time ago to look ‘nto the 
eurriculum of the h gh schoola and report 
back to the board. 

The superintendent states in his report 
that some time since the faculties cf tho 
high schools held: a meeting and unani- 
mously recommended that the board re- 
duce the monthly average in the high 
schools from 70 to 60 per cent. This rec- 
ommendation is made on the ground that 
the requirements are too great. for the 
monthly work. The board accepted this 
recommendation and the monthly average 
was reduced. | 

The report made a suggestion of intro- 
ducing the study of botany in the Boys’ 
High school and this was referred to the 
committee on teachers. The fact was de- 
veloped from the report that there are a 
large number of children in the schools 
who have not been successfully vaccinated 
and it was suggested that the virus be 
again applied to them. This wiil be done 
when the physicians begin their work to- 
day. 

Must Comply with Ordinance. 

Superintendent Slaton then told in his 
report of how children from a house in 
which there was a contagious disease had 
attended school fpr a week before he be- 
came aware of the fact, and spoke of the 
failure of some one to report the existence 
of the disease to him. 

The board took immediate action on this 
matter. A city ordinance which requires 
contagious diseases to be reported to the 
superintendent was found and@ the superin- 
tendent was instructed to report to the 
city attorney the failure of any physician 
to report such diseases. The board of 
health is also required to make a report 
to the superintendent. 

It was thought by the board to be very 
dangerous to allow children from infected 
houses to attend the schools and in that 
way expose the entire school to the dis- 
ease. Physicians will be notified of the 
action of the poard. 

The committee on teachers suggestcd 
that the superintendent and assistant «u- 
perintendent be allowed one week each in 
which to visit some good scheol system 
and study the methods, Atlanta is one 
of the cities that does not send her super- 
intendent on annual visits of this kind. 

Premium on Falsehood. 

The board passed a motion which re- 
quires that the practice of placing pupils 
on their: honor during the day and have 
them tell at the close of school whether 
they have misbehaved during schoo! hours 
be no longer used by teachers. 

By this practice some of the children tell 
the truth in regard to their behavior and 
receive bad marks, while others conceal 
the fact of misbehavior and receive good 
marks. The board seemed to think that 
this was placing a premium on falsehood 
and the principals of the schools will be 
notified to put a stop to it. Children will 
not be made to tell of their misbehavior 
now and the teacher will have to depend 
on her own watchfulness to keep order. 

One of the committees, which has been 
ooking over the sehools, reported to the 
board that the sanitary condition of Form- 
walt Street school is jn very bad shape. 
The matter was referred to the finance 
committee with power to act. 


Board Meets Wendseday. 

The beard will hold a .meeting next 
Wednesday afternoon at 4 o’clock in the 
office of Mayor Collier for the purpose of 
conferring with a committee from the city 
council which has under consideration the 
matter of free texff?Joks forthe schvols. 

This conference w:ll probably be very in- 
teresting, as the question which comes up 
is one which has been considerably dis- 
cussed and is of great importance. It is 
very probable that the matter will be prac- 
tically settled at this time. °

Own the Entire Lease 


PROVIDED HO SLIP. OCCURS 


The Reason Judge Pardee Has Not Taken 
Up the Case for Decision, 


MA, CRANFORD IS HOLDING HIS BRIE 


\He Does Not Want the Suit Decided 
Until Every Opportunity Has 
Been Exhausted for a Sale 
of the Property, He 
Says.

There are good reasons for believing tha 
)President Milton Smith has about com- 
pleted negotiations for Thomas and Ryan's 
ldnmterest in the Georgia railroad, which 
‘would give the Louisville and Nashville 
complete control of that property. 

In the recent case before Judge Don A. 
Pardee, the Louisville and Nashville con- 
tended that Thomas and Ryan had nv 
dnterest at all in the hkease of the Georgia, 
while those gentlemen contended that they 
were entitled to a half interest in the lease 
and they appealed to the court to be pur 
‘dn possession of their rights and their 
property. age 

When the case was finished, both sides 
were confident. that they would get a fa- 
vorable decision. Thomas and Ryan were 
the more confident of the two parties, how- 
ever. 

It has been lIxnown for six months or 
more and The Cionstitution has announcca 
it as a fact that“’it was only a difference 
as to the price which kept the parties 
from making a trade. Thomas and Ryan 
wanted more than President Milton Smith 
was willing to pay. Thomas and Ryan 


- wanted to sell their Charleston and West- 


ern Carolina along with whatever inter- 
est they had in the lease of the Georgia. 
More than this, there were certain holdings 
of securities in the Atlanta and West Poin. 
and the Western and Alabama which 
would zo with the half interest in the 
lease. These securities have a consider- 
a@ble market value, being good dividena 
payers. ‘Messrs. Thomas and Ryan ana 
the Central of Georgia, which also claimea 
an interest in these securities, placed a 
rather high valuation on these securities. 
i'Mr. Smith objected to paying so much, 
| and right there was the hitch. 

| Of late the Charleston and Western Car- 
jolina, the Thomas and Ryan line, has been 
doing better financially than was believed 
to be possible. Through Mr. Henry Craw- 
\ford it bought the Augusta and Summer- 
| ville railroad in ‘Augusta, which gave it 
access to all the cotton factories and the 
best warehouses in Augusta. ‘This shut 
| the Georgia out, and it had to build a 
Delt Ifme through the city, and it has been 


and friendly to the Charleston and West- 
ern Carolina. The Georgia railroad fougm 
him bitterly for election, and it was re- 
ported that some of the officials of the 
Georgia took a very aggressive part in 
the campaign. Mr. Walsh won, and it is 
presumed that he would not go out of his 
way very far to aid the Georgia roaa. 
Hence, if the trouble were threatened for 
the Georgia in regard to its using the 
streets of the city, the situation would not 
be encouraging for that road. 

Again, the appointment of Mr. W. 3. 
Craig to be general manager of the 
Charleston and Western Carolina was a 
happy stroke for the company. He is an 
Augusta man, and is very popular there. 
He is making a most active Aght for bus- 
jiness, and has been getting a large propor- 
tion of it. He has a close alliance with 
the Seaboard Air-Line and gets a great 
deal of traffic from the west for Augusta 
and voints south, thts proving a strong 
competitor for the Georgia. 

Thus it has occurred that a combination 
of politics and business, the position of 
Thomas and Ryan hag been greatly 
strengthened and they have held out for 
their original price or thereabouts. They 
have put their road on a paying basis, 
something which did not appear to be prob- 
ab'e a few months ago. As recently shown 
in The Constitution. the fixed charges of 
the Thomas and Ryan road are small, and 
while a part of this territory is thinly pop- 
ulated exeept by alligators and marsh hens, 
it has succeeded in getting its financial 
legs and cdn walk alone. 

The question has been often asked of 
late: “When will Judge Pardee render his 
decision in the Georgia railroad Htigation?’’ 

And here is where one of the circum- 
stances comes in. When the argument was 
concluded the judge inquired if the lawyers 
wanted ta file briefs. Mr. Alex King, of 
counsel for the Louisville and Nashville, 
said that he would file his within ten 
days after Mr. Crawford's was filed. Mr. 
Crawford was indefinite. Hq never did 
say how much time he wanted, and Judge 
Pardee remarked that it did not make any 
difference to him whether the lawyers ever 
filed any briefs. He could decide it with- 
out the briefs. There was something sig- 
nificant in what he said, and lawyers are 
not slow in catching on. The only trouble 
Was as to who would be the loser. It was 
feared that whichever side did lose, would 
have something to regret. One way or the 
other it was going to be a straightout de- 
cision. 

So the judge went down from the bench 
without any time being fixed for the filing 
of the briefs. 

Mr. Crawford thas not sent in his yet, 
and the case was ended two weeks ago. 

The Constitution’s advices are that the 
parties to the litigation have been negoti- 
ating again, and that the reason Mr. Craw- 
ford has not filed his brife is because he 
was waiting to see if a compromise could 
not be reached. It appears that Thomas 
and Ryan and Mr. Smith have about reach- 
ed an agreement, but in transactions of 
this size, a slip may occur any where in 
the progress of the loving cup between the 
hand and the lip. 

There is not much doubt but that the 
Louisville and Nashville will acquire the 
complete control of the Georgia’s lease 
some day. It May not be at this time be- 
cause the slip may occur, and Mr. Smith 
may have to wait for the judge’s decision. 
If he wins he can make better terms with 
Thomas and Ryan than he could make 
now, but if he loses, they will insist on 
every dollar, and possibly more. 

The consent verdict in Mr. Nelson’s ap- 
plication for an injunction for the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad is assumed to have 
been in line with an adjustmentof the Geor- 
gia railroad litigation. Messrs. King & 
Spalding were Mr. Nelson’s attorneys in 
that litigation, and they represented the 
Louisville and Nashville in the Georgia rail- 
road suit. From this it has been believed 


by many that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville was bE=FA dthe application for a re- 
ceiver for the Atlanta and West Point. 
That turned out to be a move aimed at the 
Central and perhaps other inferests further 


back, but it did not ‘bring them to the sur- 
face. . ; 
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FAST TRAINS SOUTH.

service was thus rendered, worth over 
$8,000, to that great enterprise almost 
without the city feeling it. If the water- 
works had belonged to a private company 
this would doubtless have been exacted in 
cash. We did all the recent extra sewer 
flushing and careful calculation of Scere- 
_ tary Brown shows there was over 185,00,- 
000 gallons pumped for this extra flushing, 
which was done at about one-sixth of what 
& private company would: have exacted, 
and showing a saving of over $6,000, caleu- 
lated at minimum rates. 

“The city gets her public water service 
free, because she owns the water plant. 
She has to pay for her public lights in 
cash, because she does not own the lignt- 
ing plant. I have had. occasion to speak 
of the annual value of this free water ser- 
vice heretofore and I am satisfied I did not 
rate it high enough.

“I fear the large total is rather below 
than above the truth. 1 have heard. as a 
lesson in political economy, that no people 


| can prosper that pays out permanen.ly 


to other countries 2% per cent on its total 
property valuation as a net balance on its 
commerce. Two and a half per cent on our 
city valuation of $50,000,000 is $1,250,000. We 
have already largely overgone that limit. 

We may boast of our city’s glory, but all 
this large sum every year goes clear away 
from us like a planet whose heat radiates 
in space and never returns. The pianet 
may still shine out, but only in borrowed 
light. On the top of this large sum our 
taxes to city, county and state make anoth- 
er 2% per cent. How ilong can our people 
stand it? It is time to pause and take 
our reckoning. Do not let us add to this 
annual drain on our very life blood by 
cont.nuing a policy that shall permanently 
and regularly send off most of this $70 
beyond our borders rather than with it 
cherish a plant of our own and spend 
what is needful amongst our own people. 
I said a while ago that it was difficult to 
get estimates on electrical supplies and 
cost of plants. There are several conven- 
tions of those owning electric plants all 
over the country engaged in the business 
of selling lights to cities and individuals. 
If you will read accounts in the public 
press of their conventions and semi-annual 
conventions you will understand the reason. 
You will see how they combine and threat- 
en the makers and dealers in such ma- 
chinery and supplies, who sell or would sell 
the cities and towns; and how they exercise 
a sort of espionage over the business; and 
you would see how of late years they con- 
cede the fact that the consensus of opinion 
and policy, all over the country, is growing 
and increasing in spite of their resistance, 
in favor of municipal ownership of electric 
light plants by the cities, as against the 
policy of such ownership by private com- 
panies. It is no wonder that manufacturers 
and'dealers in such supplies look with ap- 
prehension upon incurring the displeasure 
of such a powerful combine. 

“I cite you in this connection to some of 
the standard technical journals—American 
Electrician, for February, 1897, page 47; 
Electrical World, for January, 1897, pages 
136-137, and American Electrician, Septem- 
ber, 1896, page 161. 

“There is one of these conventions in the 
northwest and another in New England, 
and, I think, a third called the National. 
It is to the interest of all of them and of 
their members to combat municipal patrons 
not only of dealers in the electric machin- 
ery and outfit, but of the technical journals 
specially devoted to electricity. It is but 
natural that the combined power of these 
conventions, with all their wealth and unity 
of action, should reflect itself in these 
technical journals. 


Fighting Municipal Control. 


“If you will read, however, what is print- 
ed as to the meetings of these conventions, 
you will be struck with the boldness and 
aggressiveness with which the rights of 
municipalities to judge for themselves in 
these matters are combatted and attacked. 
You will be struck also with the secrecy 
they maintain. For instance, in the North- 
western Electric Light Association a com- 
mittee was appointed on the matter of 
municipal ownership of plants. This com- 
mittee, it seems, was appointed in July, 
18%. At the next semi-annual meeting held 
in Milwaukee, January 21-22, 1897, they 
made their report. But recommended that 
the facts they had gathered be not pub- 
lished. They give as a reason—rather a 
thin one—that city officials might use the 
information to avoid errors and mistakes. 
The report was adopted unan mously. Is 
it not a fair inference that they withheld 
the evidence because it Was against them. 
See Electrical World for January, 1897, 
page 136. 

“The same author, Mr. Buckley, whom I 
quoted above, was, I find, a member of that 
convention; from which I infer that since 
he wrote the book in 1894, when he was a 
salesman connected with the Fort Wayne 
corporation, who are large manufacturers 
of electrical supplies, he has become an 
Owner or officer in some electric lighting 
company. This is merely an inference. At 
all events, Mr. Buckley took part in the 
debate and showed plainly that he is now 
on the side of this electrical combine be- 
fore mentioned, yet he did not attempt to 
take back or explain away the table pre- 
pared by him only three years ago which 
I have already quoted. I think this fact 
is calculated to add confidence and value 
to that table. 

“In the current literature even here in our 


-OWn city there has been some disposition 


to criticise citizens who think proper to 
exercise their freedom and their manhood 
by both having opinions and expressing 
them on this subject. Our case in this 
regard is by no means exceptional. 

The argument is everywhere used that 
the people, through their chosen orficers 
and representatives, are not wise enough to 
ménage an electric light plant for them- 
S2lves. And it is said that ‘politicians’ and 
demagogues’ will get control of it and run 
it to their own interest rather than of the 
public. Now, I have the same condemna- 
tion for the rich man who would sneer at 
and wrong another for his poverty that I 
have for the mere senseless passion and 
prejudice of one who is not rich but who 
envies another who is rich: and I would 
r.0t belittle the danger to any community 
arising from men who have too much greed 
after offices with big pay and little work 
or from any who seck their ends b the 
wiles of a demagogue fanning the He 
of prejudice in order to get office: but I 
tell you that it is easier for a wise and 
just public opinion to protect itself against 
demagogues or politicians than against the 
wiles and machinations of a combine such 
as I have described. At the next election 
you can turn out the demagogues. But how 
are you going to turn out a company to 
whom you have given a monopoly on one 
of the necessities of life, whose real own- 
oes live too far off to hear our cry whe1

“It has been informally said that the 
present movement stops for the proposed 
lighting of the public streets and buildings. 

“If that be your purpose, I think it is a 
wise and feasible one, as I have already 
shown. But it may be inferred that the 
city ought not to stop at that, thought if 
she chooses she may safely do so. We 
should not, however, commit ourselves in 
any way from going further and extending 
the municipal plant into the domain of 
commercial] lighting. 

“Now understand me, my present view is 
that the city has the right and it is her 
duty; to light her own stréets and public 
buildings; without thereby incurring any 
liability to compensate any private com- 
pany, on account of her adopting that pol- 
ity: to take effect of course only at the 
end of the time when her present contract 
expires. If mistake not, some 
one has questioned the legality 
of that contract. As one of the people, I 
am opposed to raising any technical points 
about this matter—our representatives 
made it. and we all stood by and saw them 
do it. The honor of our city and the pub- 
lic faith ure pledged and these are sacred. 
Let the present contract stand and be of 
force tw the end. 

How it Should Be Done.

Not Many of Them Are Outstanding 
and Colonel James Says That the 
Matter Will Be Adjusted. 


Colonel Joe James, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Atlanta Telephone Company, 


_returned yesterday to the city from Doug- 
- lasville, where he had been attending court 


for three weeks. 

He makes a clear statement of the transac- 
tion with J. M. Blakeley in regard to the 
bonds which the latter is supposed to have 
sold or hypothecated in Detroit. 

Blakeley was general manager of the 
Atlanta Telephone Company for some 
months, says Colonel James, a fact which 
has not been mentioned in the recent publi- 
cations about the matter. Last March 
Blakeley went north. Prior to his depar- 
ture he wag entrusted with $10,000 of the 
company’s bonds in part as compensation 
for his services. There wa» a written 
agreement signed by Blakeley. It was 
agreed that if the construction company 
carried out its contract with the Atlanta 
Telephone Company within the specified 
time and put the local company in posses- 
sion of a telephone plant equipped and 


‘Yeady for business, Blakeley was fo be al- 


lowed to retain the bonds or hypothecate 
them. On the other hand, if the construc- 
tion’ company failed to complete its con- 
‘tact within the specified time, the bonds 
‘Were to be returned to the Atlanta Tele- 
Phone Company. 

Later, when the construction company’s 
contract expired and it developed that it 
couldn’t put in the plant within the speci- 
fied time, Colonel James says that he wrote 
to Blakeley, asking him to return the 
Sonds. No reply was received to this letter. 
Two other requests were made of him to 
Teturn the bonds, but he never answered 
any of the letters. ’ 

As Blakeley did not return the bonds, an 
did not attend the meetings of the board? 
of directors, he was dropped from the 
board. This was done at the suggestion of 
the construction company, which held a 
large part of the bonds. There was an 
agreement with this company that the 
bonds were not to bear interest until the 
Plant was put up. This understanding was 
had with all the holders of the bonds with 
Perhaps one exception, and in the latter 
Case the holder of the bonds lived in 
Florida. His holdings were small. 

“We never heard anything from dny pur- 
chaser of bonds in Detroit,” said Colonel 
James. “We were not notified that any 
bonds had been sold there.

Says Corruption Raw Riot in the Mayor. '

VOTERS BOUGHT IN BIG BLOCKS 


Negroes Voted Colored Tickets and 
Got Checks Cashed. 


$40,000 SPENT IN THE CORRUPT CAMPAIGN 


Atlanta’s Mayor Says the White Pri- 
mary System Will Be Put Into 
Effect in Augusta.

Mayor Coller has a.red hot roast for 
Augusta politics. He declares they are 
disgracefully corrupt, and that a shame- 
less barter and sale of votes was wit- 
neased by the people of Augusta in the 
election for mayor Wednesday. 

Mr. Collier returned from AuguSta yes- 
terday morning, he hav.ng gone over to 
witness the election. He says there was 
a lively time in Augusta, and that the 
election scenes were startling and disgrace- 
ful. 

Atlanta’s mayor kept his eyes open while 
in Augusta and he says Atlanta has never 
had such an election campaign es was 
that in Augusta. He says the election 
there was unprecedented, and that its vile 
corruption and open bribery has sealed the 
doom of general elections in Augusta. 

He thinks the white primary system will 
be inaugurated in Augusta at once. He 
attributes all the corruption and trouble 
to the fact that the negroes were allowed 
to vote in the election of Wednesday, and 
he thinks the lesson will prove a dear one 
to the people of Augusta. 

Mr. Collier’s Hot Roast. 

‘“T have never witnessed such scenes at 
an Atlanta election as were visible to 
everybody in Augusta Wednesday,” said 
Mr. Collier yesterday. “Corruption ran 
riot and the negroes were herded about 
the polls like droves of sheep and held in 
line until the polls opened to cast their 
bartered ‘ballots for the candidate’ whose 
managers agreed to pay the largest price. 
The sale of the voters was open and aboye 
board and the famous blocks of five work 
of Dudley in Indiana was outdone ten to 
one. In Augusta they came in blocks 
of ten and twenty and the negroes reaped 
a rich harvest of dolhars., 

‘The managers of the candidates began 
grouping the negro voters about the polls 
Tuesday night and they were kept in line 
all night, just as theater ticket speculators 
line up at the opera house here. The ne- 
groes were promised from $2 to $10 for 
the.r votes and dozens of them were paid 
$5 outright for their baliots. The candi- 
dates used colored tickets so marked that 
the managers could'tell at a glaace which 
ticket the negroes were voting as they 
walked up to the polls, and each candi- 
date’s managers handed the negroes slips 
of paper as they cast their ballots, the 
slips being orders for méney for the votes, 
The negroes would take the slips and 
cross the street to the candidate’s treas- 
urer and cash the order. 

Augusta Negroes’ Great Day. 

“It was a great day for the Augusta 
darky. He flourished and prospered ard 
was in high glee. As soon as the negroes 
received their morey for voting they gath- 
ered on the streets and in public places 
and shot craps all day. The groups of 
crap players often blocked the sidewalks 
and streets and the negroes were boisterous 
and many of them drunk. The scénes were 
disgraceful and the open bribery and cor- 
ruption served as an object lesson to the 
people of Augusta. It will result in the 
changing of the laws and the adopiion of 
the white primary system. There will 
never be another general election in Au- 
gusta and the negroes have got their 
hands in the ple the last time. The At- 
lanta system of white primaries is de- 
manded by the good people of Augusta, 
all of whom condemn bitterly the shame- 
ful scenes of Wednesday.” 

Other Atlantians who witnessed the preg- 
ress of the election in Augusta talk in 
the same strain and they picture tne «lee 
tion as a grandly successful one as an 
illustration of corruption, bribery and bar- 
ter and sale of voters. 

Mr. Collier says he was told by a prom- 
inent Augusta politician that not less than 
$40,000 was spent in the campaign.

EGAN CONFERS WITH MR. CAMP 


Says the Roads Object to Alabama 
Street Grade Crossing. 


BRIBGE MUST BE TWENTY © FEET Hi6H 


This Would Make a Steep Grade and 
the City Will Not Build a 
Bridge. 


The west side crossing improvement 
scheme has again failed. 

The Central and Southern railroads have 
made a proposition to the city which. is 
unsatisfactory and which will not be ac- 
cepted. 

The roads propose to give the city $25,000 
toward defraying the expense of the pro- 
posed Mitchell street viaduct. 

This is the same proposition made by 
the roads several months ago, which ‘was 
rejected at that time. It will be again re- 
jected, and it seems that for the present 
there is no chance to make further prog- 
ress in the matter of providing the west 
side people with a suitable means of cross- 
ing the railroad tracks. 

The roads propose to permit the city to 
build a bridge across the tracks at Alabama 
street, but the terms are such that the city 
will not attempt to solve the west side 
crossing problem in that way. The roads 
want the bridge to be not less than twenty 
feet in the clear above the railroad tracks. 

This is impracticable, and the grade 
would be so great that the city will not 
build the bridge. 

The roads reject, absolutely, the proposi- 
tion to construct a grade crossing to ex- 
tend Alabama street. 

This is the situation in the west 
matter: 

The roads will not bear one-half the ex- 
pense of the viaduct at Mitchell street. 

The city will not accept the donation of 
$25,000 because it is regarded as entirely too 
little. 

The roads want the proposed Alabama 
street bridge to be twenty feet above the 
tracks. This would necessitate a very steep 
grade to approach the bridge, and the 
city will never agree to build the bridge on 
the proposed plan. 

The grade crossing scheme is disapproved 
of by the city and railroads. It is prac- 
tically out of the question. 

Yesterday morning Mr. John M. Hagan, 
president of the Central and Southern fail- 
roads, called on Councilman Camp, chair- 
man of the bridge committee of the general 
council and submitted, verbally, the answer 
of the Central and Southern roads on the 
proposition made by the bridge committee 
at a méeting two weeks ago. He said the 
roads had considered the question fully, 
and had decided to offer the city $25,000 to- 
ward building the Mitchell street viaduct, 
and then followed the other proposition 
mentioned. 

Mr. Camp told Mr. Eagan the city would 
not accept the propositions, neither of 
them, and that-unless the roads do better 
by the city the city will take other steps 
in the matter. 

Mr. Camp thinks the roads will think 
better of the matter and amend the propo- 
sition by increasing the proffered donation. 

This seems to end the movement for the 
present. The roads have decided that they 
cannot pay one-half of the viaduct ex- 
pense, and unless the city agrees to build 
the Alabama street bridge twenty feet 
above the tracks the roads will oppose the 
building of the bridge over their tracks. 

It is probable the west side crossing im- 
provement question will be taken up by the 
general council of next year and anotner 
effort will be made to do something for the 
west side people. But for the present there 
seems to be no chance for them in this 
matter.

He Warns Persons from Starting for 
the Gold Fields Uniess Weil 
Provisioned. 


Mayor Collier is in receipt of a circular 
letter sent out by Will D. Jenkins, secre- 
tary of state, of Olympia, Wash., in which 
all persons are warned against starting for 
the Klondike unless they are amply sup- 
pMed with provisions and clothing and at 
least $500 in cash to defray the expenses 
of the trip. 

The circular tells of the routes to the 
Kiondike and it gtves some interesting in- 
formation about the trip and the necessi- 
ties of the gold huntem who intend to 
start for the north. 

The circular is as follows: 

“Olympia, Wash., November §, 1897,— 
There are two established routes to the 
Klondike country from Puget sound. One 
is via the ocean to St. M.chaelis, thence 
via river steamer up the Yukon. This 
journey is made in the summer months 
only. The other is by steamer to Dyea, 
Skaguay or Pyramid_harbor and thence 
over the Chilcoot, White pass and the 
Daulton trail, respectively, to the heaa- 
waters of the Yukon and then down by 
boat. The distance over the various tratfis 
to boat navigation on lakes Lindeman and 
Bennett and the Pelly river is as follows: 

“Dyea_ to Lindeman, twenty-nine 
miles; Skaguay to Late Bennett, forty- 
seven miles; from Pyramid harbor to Pelly

of these trails has been successfully used 
by parties going into the Yukon, the first 
two being most generally used. distance 
from Seattle to Dyea or guay, 980 miles;

Atlanta may not retain its franchise in 
the league next year; and it looks now as if 
the outlook for baseball here is discourag- 
ing, although the club officers are endeav- 
oring to so arrange matters that a club can 
be maintained. It is said that there is a 
strong effort being: made by another city 
to get possession of the Atlanta franchise, 
and at the coming meeting some deal of 
this kind may be carried through. 

Cities Composing the League. 

The Southern League is now composed 
of the following six cities, all of which 
have been recognized by the National 
League, and which are protected by that 
organization: : 

Atlanta. 

Savannah. 

Charleston. 

New Orleans. 

Mobile. 

Birmingham. 

These six cities comprise the leugue and 
two others are trying hard to gain admis- 
sion, although there seems to be strong 
opposition to admitting them. <Avgusta 
and Montgomery are those two cities. 
Both want clubs in the league and they will 
send representatives to the coming meet- 
ing in Atlanta and try to secure a fran- 
chise. If the league refuses to admit them, 
and that now seems likely, one of the cities 
will make a strong effort to buy the At- 
lanta franchise and the Atlanta directors 
have already been asked to make a propo- 
sition for the sale of the club franchise.
